Rusk To Try

WASHINGTON (AP)—Despite

Civil Rights Shop-in Hit 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — 
Shopping 
baskets 
piled high 
with unpaid-for groceries are 
the newest weapon in use by 
civil rights demonstrators—the 
“shop-in.” 
Results: A falloff in business 
i t supermarkets because dem­

MIAMI BEACH, Fla. (AP)

near where President Johnson 
was speaking.

Far­ 
ris Bryant, then present recom­ 
mendations for federal action. 
Also, at Johnson’s request, 
FBI Director J. Edgar Hoover 
dispatched a top-notch inspector 
to heed an FBI crackdown (rn 
the sabotage. 
“This criminal action has got 
to stop,” the President declared 
as he departed from what had 
been a purely political address 
to a Democratic fund-raising 
dinner Thursday night. 
“I am not passing judgment 
on who is right or who is 
wrong,” Johnson said. “But as 
the leader and spokesman for 
all the people of this nation, 
am saying that you cannot take 
the law into your own hands.” 
Johnson was late appearing 
at the banquet and apologized, 
saying he had been conferring 
with Hoover and Wirtz. 
Railroad officials list more 
than 200 acts of sabotage since 
the strike began Jan. 23, 1963. 
The violence started after the 
road began moving freight with 
nonunion help about six weeks 
after the walkout. 
The tempo picked up three 
months ago after a presidential 
emergency board recommended 
that the road give its 1,300 off- 
train workers the raise they 
asked, and the road refused. 
The latest two explosions, the 
fourtl. and fifth this month—oc­ 
curred within a few miles of 
each other near St. Augustine. 
The second went off about the 
time that President Johnson, 15 
miles away in Palatka, pressed 
a button that started construc­ 
tion on the cross-Florida barge 
canal.

WASHINGTON (API-Sweep­ 
ing regulatory proposals cover­ 
ing thousands of drugs and 
antibiotics were set for pub­ 
lishing today. 
The Food and Drug Adminis­ 
tration regulations would re­ 
quire manufacturers to file re­ 
ports showing the efficacy as 
well as the safety of practically 
every drug and antibiotic for 
which federal clearance was 
granted between 1938 and last 
June 20. 
Thirty days will be allowed 
for comment. Then, when the 
regulations are published in fi­ 
nal form, drug 
manufacturers 
would be required: 
—To file within 30 days re­ 
ports on whether drugs or anti­ 
biotics for which clearance was 
obtained between 1938 and last 
June 20 under prior laws ara 
still on the market. 
—To file within the following 
60 days reports on the efficacy, 
safety and side effects of the 
drugs or antibiotics. This bps 
been required since last June 
20 for all new drugs and anti­ 
biotics olfered for clearance. 
The proposals ready for pub­ 
lication in the federal register 
are intended to implement the 
Kefauver - Harris Drug Act 
amendments which allowed two 
years for proof of efficacy of 
drugs already on the market. 
The deadline is next Oct. IO.

In this v iew, work 
will become su ch a minor co nsidera­ 
tion in daily life as to be, for mo st peo­ 
ple, merely an irritating interruption 
in the e x hau sting business of spending 
leisu re and pursuing culture. 
Au tomation is merely an ex tensio n 
o f the machine ag e. Since man disco v ­ 
ered the wheel he has been seeking 
way s of redu cing to il. When Gray ’s 
eig hteenth centu ry plo wman plodded 
his weary way ho meward, it was the 
end of a 14-hour wo rkday . Ev en as re­ 
cently as 7 0 or 80 y ears ago a 12-hour 
day was common. 
These are better tim es in which to 
liv e, bu t man shou ld be careful of mak­ 
ing work an enemy . It has an impo r­ 
tant place both as therapy and discip­ 
line. Man has y et to prov e that there 
is su ch a thing as “ mass culture,” that 
is a near - u niv ersal, s p i r i t-so o thing 
enjoy ment of the g ood, the true and 
the beau tifu l as ex emplified in great 
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art, music and literature. 
Man tends to beco me hy pno tized by 
numbers, lf there is a reco rd atten­ 
dance at an art ex hibitio n or a play , 
he is inclined to flatter himself that he 
is beco ming “ cultured,” that the lo v e 
of art is spreading, like the circles 
around a pebble thrown in a p o o I, ev ­ 
er-widening.

Meaning of Leisure 


At a meeting of labor representa­ 
tives at Niagara Falls, the future ef­ 
fects of automation, a matter for com­ 
mon speculation these days, was ex­ 
haustively discussed. 
When automation gets into its stride 
. . humans will be free,” one repre­ 
sentative said, “To o c c u p y them­ 
selves with the more important things 
in life—learning, culture and politics.” 
People will be like the ancient Greeks, 
with the important difference that ma­ 
chines instead of slaves will do all the 
toil. 
This is a delightful prospect for fu­ 
ture generations. In this view, work 
will become such a minor considera­ 
tion in daily life as to be, for most peo­ 
ple, merely an irritating interruption 
in the exhausting business of spending 
leisure and pursuing culture. 
Automation is merely an extension 
of the machine age. Since man discov­ 
ered the wheel he has been seeking 
ways of reducing toil. When Gray’s 
eighteenth century plowman plodded 
his weary way homeward, it was the 
end of a 14-hour workday. Even as re­ 
cently as 70 or 80 years ago a 12-hour 
day was common. 
These are better times in which to 
live, but man should be careful of mak­ 
ing work an enemy. It has an impor­ 
tant place both as therapy and discip­ 
line. Man has yet to prove that there 
is such a thing as “mass culture,” that 
is a near - universal, s p i r i t-soothing 
enjoyment of the good, the true and 
the beautiful as exemplified in great 


art, music and literature. 
Man tends to become hypnotized by 
numbers. If there is a record atten­ 
dance at an art exhibition or a play, 
he is inclined to flatter himself that he 
is becoming “cultured,” that the love 
of art is spreading, like the circles 
around a pebble thrown in a p o o I, ev­ 
er-widening. 
It may be that there was more true 
culture in the days of Gray’s plowman 
than there is today. The subtle distinc­ 
tion between a full audience, vocifer­ 
ously applauding and a small gather­ 
ing discriminately appreciative is apt 
to escape us these days. Success is a 
m a t t e r of numbers, and it echoes 
are too often found in the music of the 
box office. 
If the experts are to be believed, the 
world is on the threshold of the age of 
technology whose chief fruits in time 
to come are to be higher standards of 
living and leisure for all. If by “cul­ 
ture” art is meant, then the examples 
of the age so far are not encouraging. 
The burps and squeaks of electronic 
music; the meaningless squiggles and 
shapes that too often pass for paintings, 
and the pornography and bitter satire 
of so much of drama are scarcely cal­ 
culated to soothe the spirits of those 
with an excess of leisure in their hands. 
Adjustment to a new age of leisure 
in an overpopulated world may provide 
sterner problems than 
those which 
were faced when industry moved out of 
the cottage and into the factory.

This isn’t true 
at all. If s o rn e o n e from Pen­ 
sacola had been caught instead 
of Cubans, or if it had been an 
Englishman from the Bahamas, 
the same law would have ap­ 
plied. The law has nothing to 
do with Castro, and we are sur­ 
prised that so much has been 
made of the business.” 
In other words, the law is the 
law, and can admit of no excep­ 
tions if respect for law is to be 
maintained.

Pens Controversial Will 


LACONIA, N.H. (AP)—Grace 
Metalious, in life a controversial 
figure for her “Peyton Place,” 
in death was at the center to­ 
day of a new dispute—over the 
last thing she wrote, her death­ 
bed will. 
She left an estate estimated 
at $1 million. The deathbed will 
left nothing to h e r huband, 
George, or to their three chil­ 
dren, Marsha Dupuis, 20, Chris­ 
topher, 17, and Cynthia, 13. 
Instead, the will drafted the 
day after she was admitted to 
a Boston hospital Sunday night, 
desperately ill with a chronic 
liver ailment, named John Rees, 
an English journalist, as the 
sole beneficiary. Rees currently 
is living in Boston. 
Rees said at a news confer­ 
ence Wednesday night he met 
Mrs. Metalious for the first time 
last fall and had been collabor­ 
ating with her on a book to be 
published in 1965. 
He said he was “completely 
surprised” that she named him 
sole legatee and executor. 
As to her children, he said, 
“I am very fond of them and 
intend to make some provision 
for them.” 
The will was filed Tuesday in 
Belknap County Probate Court, 
and was challenged immediate­ 
ly by counsel for the three chil­ 
dren.

Laconia law firm which long 
had advised Mrs. Metalious on 
legal

attorney, as administrator, and 
Boston lawyer John F. Cremens 
to act jointly as executor. 
It was Cremens who drew the 
deathbed will for Mrs. Metalious 
Munday. She died Tuesday. 
Cremens said Mrs. Metalious 
told him she was divorced from 
both George Metalious, father 
of her children, and T. J. Mar­ 
tin, 
a 
former Laconia 
disc 
jockey, whom she married after 
divorcing Metalious. 
However, she and Metalious 
remarried after her marriage 
to Martin was dissolved by di­ 
vorce. 
Metalious, now a counselor in 
the Ludlow, Vt., high school, 
said he would waive any of his 
claims on his wife’s estate to 
protect the children’s rights.

They reason that in­ 
dustry, labor, government, a ll 
realize that the stakes are now 
too high, the perils of a snow­ 
balling downturn from current 
heights just too great, to let the 
economy falter. 
How things look today de 
pends on 
where 
you sit. For 
many, the times are 
good and 
likely to get better. For a few, 
the 1960s are a growing disap­ 
pointment—dimming chances of 
finding work, a widening gap 
between the affluent and the 
poor. For most, perhaps, 
the 
60s are still a tossup. 
A steel executive 
can say, 
“Steel has turned the corner 
and the outlook is on the bright 
er side.” Another can predict 
the cost of making steel will 
drop $30 to $40 a ton by 1970 
from today’s average of $152, 
which might give foreign com 
petitors pause. 
An electric utilities spokes 
man thinks “a period of strik 
ing growth could be at hand.’ 


He sees last year’s outlay of $3 
billion for expansion becoming 
$6 billion a year by 1970. 
Makers of consumer goods 
count on an increasing popula­ 
tion for larger markets. Mer 
chants expect retail sales to go 
on climbing, but they fear com 
petition will be rougher—maybe

If jobs don’t increase faster 
than they are increasing now, 
the unemployment rate will rise 
from 5.5 per cent to 7 per cent 
of the labor force. That’s why 
many think that despite today’s 
opposition to cutting the work 
week to 35 hours some shorten­ 
ing will be forced before the 
decade ends. 
Stock prices have been pushed 
to present heights partly out of 
confidence in coming economic 
growth. A setback could crack 
this confidence — both of stock 


traders and of the public in gen­ 
eral. That’s another reason so 
much effort is being spent to 
devise ways to keep the ‘60s 
climbing. 
Majority opinion right now 
seems to be that the 1960s will 
end well ahead of their starting 
point on most counts. The ques­ 
tion is: Far enough ahead? And 
can the goal be reached without 
any marked or crippling slow­ 
down along the way? 
Almost no one believes that 
the 1960s will end as the 1920s 
did—in a crash. The cautious 
think the climb will be sedate, 
problem - strewn but disaster- 
free. Many are convinced that 
before the ‘60s end they will 
really be soaring by today’s 
standards.

Ho wev er, he said, the $384 ,055 
in co ntingency funds will allo w 
the bureau to o perate with its 
present staff lev el. Earlier this 
y ear the bureau dismissed 4 23 
o f its part-time emplo y es and 
clo sed 18 part-time o ffices, cit­ 
ing the federal cutback as the 
reaso n. 
The Bureau o f Emplo y ment 
Security ’s o ffice in Washingto n 
said Thursday that there was 
no justificatio n fo r requests fro m 
Dudley fo r additio nal allo catio ns 
fo r regular BUC o peratio ns. The 
federal agency said Ohio ’s $1,-

“Here rests in honored glory 
an American Soldier, known but 
to God,” and he knows he rep­ 
resents a nation which owes 
a great debt of gratitude to 
those who gave their lives for 
their country. 
At his off - duty time he is 
relieved of his post in an offi- 
c i a I ceremony witnessed by 
thousands each year; he is then 
led to guard headquarters be­ 
neath the amphitheater. There 
he shines his shoes, rinses his 
gloves, presses his formal blue 
uniform and polishes his brass. 
When his hours of “rest are 
up, he returns to his post where 
he walks a 63-foot-long rubber 
mart three feet wide, marching 
21 steps in one direction, faces 
east for 21 seconds, marches 21 
steps in the opposite direction 
— each in emulation of the 21- 
gun salute — and repeats the 
process. This ritual has b e e n 
unchanged since July I, 1937, 
when the perpetual guard at 
the Tomb was established. 
The Unknown S o l d i e r of 
World War I was bu-ied Nov. 
ll, 1921. Two servicemen*— one 
representing the unknown dead 
of World War II and the other 
the Korean War — were bur­ 
ied in tombs flanking the ori­ 
ginal monument in 1958. 
To the tomb Guardsman, it 
is an obsession to be the best. 
His hair is cut every third day. 
He is fully aware of the sanctity 
of his duty and the role he plays 
as representative of a nation 
which owes a debt of grad 
tude to those who gave their 
lives, and not just their names, 
for their country. 
If a Tomb Guard should be­ 
come ill during his tour — and 
this has never happened at the 
Tomb — he would go to a senti­ 
nel box 30 feet from the Tomb 
and phone in for a relief. 
The Tomb Guard is a 24-hour 
job, every day all year round. 
The soldiers themselves are 
from all over the United States. 
As a candidate he must be no 
less than 5 feet l l inches tall, 
nor more than 6 feet 2. His 
military bearing, perseverance 
stamina and attitude 
are 
all 
factors instrumental to the se­ 
lection process. The proper pox 
ture, pacing, walk and preci 
sion movements are taught to 
him during his intensive train­ 
ing 
program 
at nearby Fort 
Myer. 
If, at the end of his training, 
the volunteer candidate quali­ 
fies, he is formally accepted 
into the Tomb Guard with the 
presentation of a special badge, 
a silver replica of the Tomb, 
which is one of the most cher 
ished of all service badges. 
He then awaits a vacancy in 
the Tomb Guard where he serv 
es as a l i v i n g tribute to be 
worthy of the famous inscrip­ 
tion, “Here rest in 
honored 
g l o r y an American Soldier 
known but to God”—the very 
finest that a grateful 
nation 
can offer. 


Erhard Keeps 
Prices Down 


Wast Garmany 
Aroids Inflation 


BONN, Germany (AP)—While 
other Common Market coun­ 
tries 
suffer 
from 
inflation, 
Chancellor Ludwig Erhard is 
having unique success in keep­ 
ing prices down in West Ger­ 
many with his policy of moder­ 
ation. 
Erhard developed this policy 
whiU he was minister of eco­ 
nomics, the post he held before 
succeeding 
Konrad 
Adenauer 
last October. More than two 
years ago, Erhard warned fre­ 
quently that all groups would 
have to limit their demands— 
show moderation — if postwar 
prosperity was to continue. 
He laid down the general rule 
that the national growth rate 
should set the top limit for in­ 
creases in wages and govern­ 
ment 
spending. 
Businessmen 
were to make price increases 
only if these did not have in­ 
flationary effects. 
Thanks to the great prestige 
Erhard built up in engineering 
the economic miracle of West 
German recovery, he has been 
able to make his policy pre­ 
vail. 
The giant automobile indus­ 
try tried to defy him in the 
spring of 1962 with price in­ 
creases he considered exces­ 
sive. Erhard pushed a measure 
through the cabinet lowering 
tariffs on cars and trucks im ­ 
ported 
from 
other 
Common 
Market countries. 
The business community, see­ 
ing Erhard was ready to turn 
talk into action, has shown no 
willingness to cross him since. 
His dedication to free enterprise 
allays fears of excessive gov 
em inent intervention. 
As chancellor, Erhard drew 
up an economy budget of $15 
billion for 1964. This follows his 
general rule, allowing an in­ 
crease of 6 per cent over last 
year’s budget because that is 
the rate of economic growth ex 
peeled during 1964.

U.S. Grants 
Ohio Extra 
Idle Pay Fund 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Ohio’ 
Bureau of Unemployment Com­ 
pensation has been granted an 
additional $384,055 in federal 
contingency funds, but Bureau 
Administrator Willard P. Dud* 
ey says he is still about $150,- 
000 short of what he urgently 
needs. 
Dudley had requested that a 
$1,111,063 cutback in administra­ 
tive funds for the current fiscal 
years be restored. The $150,000 
sum, he said Thursday, is what 
he needs to maintain reasonably 
normal service for the balance 
of this fiscal year. 
However, he said, the $384,055 
in contingency funds will allow 
the bureau to operate with its 
present staff level. Earlier this 
year the bureau dismissed 423 
of its part-time employes and 
closed 18 part-time offices, cit­ 
ing the federal cutback as the 
reason. 
The Bureau of Employment 
Security’s office in Washington 
said Thursday that there was 
no justification for requests from 
Dudley for additional allocations 
for regular BUC operations. The 
federal agency said Ohio’s $1, 
111,063 cutback was in line with 
an across-the-board cut for all 
states because of reduced fed­ 
eral funds for the current fiscal 
year. 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)—The 
State Controlling Board has ap­ 
proved a transfer of $506,000 
from future allocations to meet 
the quarterly school foundation 
payment. But at the same time 
the board has gone on record 
against such transfers in the 
future. 
The board adopted a resolu­ 
tion late Thursday that said in 
part that future foundation pay- 
mens will be met when due 
“ within said foundation appro­ 
priations.” 
This was an apparent direc­ 
tive for the State School Board 
and 
State 
Education Depart­ 
ment to live within their appro­ 
priations rather than run up de­ 
ficiencies that the legislature 
would have to make up. 
The transfer was approved so 
the $66.2 million payment due 
this month could be released on 
time. It was made from alloca­ 
tions for the next three months 
of the current quarter at the 
request of the Education De­ 
partment. 
Subsidies included nearly $46 2 
million for school districts, $17.3 
million for teacher and public 
school employes retirement sys­ 
tems and $2.7 million for the 88 
county boards of education. 


Under the complicated founda­ 
tion program, the state guar­ 
antees a minimum level of pub­ 
lic school education for more 
than 2 million pupils. 
Total two-year school appro­ 
priations aggregated $510.5 mil­ 
lion. Actual school costs for the 
previous biennium were about 
$467.7 million. 
Board members also reported 
the release of an extra $100,061 
for expanded Youth Commieaion 
services.

“They call it the black Mus­ 
lims,” the 22-year-old Louisville 
negro fighter said. “This is 
a 
press Word. It is not a legiti­ 
mate name. But Islam is a re­ 
ligion and there are 750 million 
people all over the world who 
believe in it, and I am one of 
them. 
“I am proud of it.” 
Elija Muhammad, leader of 
the segregationist “black su­ 
premacy” sect, said in Chicago 
Wednesday that Clay had ben 
identified as a member of the 
group. 
“People say this is 
a hate 
group,” Cassius told the Asso­ 
ciated Press. “This is not 
a 
hate group at all. 


Clay Is Proven Talker, 
But Can He Fight, Too?

“We are not allowed to carry 
knives or weapons. Our women 
wear dresses that touch the 
ground.
